MILWAUKEE 


T he Social-Democrats and the Militia of 
Christ came to close quarters in Mllwtukoe 
this past week, and the occasion served to 
let in t flood of light upon the Militia and its pur¬ 
poses. 

Milwaukee was the birthplace of the Militia of 
Christ idea. Its founder, the Rev. Falher Peter 
Dietz, is a Milwf'..<ee priest and was present at 
the meeting in question. 'He made the impression 
of being more of a fanatic than a schemer, and 
seemed to be deeply chagrined at tbe evident 
non-success of the movement. Dietz not c msn 
open to conviction, seemingly, but one who from 
the sincerest of motives would get up a special 
auto-da-fe for the benefit of the &>cialists and ex¬ 
pect to see the Lord’s features from the sky nod¬ 
ding smiling approval of the act. 

It appeared from the meeting that the Militia 
exists more on papqr tlfan in reality and that its 
membership is mighty few and far between. 
Although an effort had been made to get out a 
big meeting, less than twelve men stood up when 
the members present were asked to rise. 

The main plaint seemed to be that since the 
unionists have come to be also largely Socialists, 
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Tt appears that Secretary of 
the Navy, Josephus Daniels, was 
warned as to the injustice of bis 
rabid • utterances against the red, 
ftsg as a Socialiat emblem when he 
first made his flagphooia tirade be¬ 
fore the Y. M. C. A. in Washing- 
ton, D. C Mrs. Ch'rlei Edward 
Russel, wife of the well known 
magazine writer, struck wiA its 
intemperance, injustice and the Ig¬ 
norance that it reflected, wrote the 
secretary a letter of protest and 
information, in it she sayl:

Socialism, and especially of its ac¬ 
tivities in the labor unions ex¬ 
plained the aims, objects and ce»- 
son for the organization known as 
the Militia of Christ. 

There were 45 people present, 
lesrThan 12 of whom appeared to 
be members as indicated when bal¬ 
lots were distributed for the elec¬ 
tion of a new secretary. The mem¬ 
bers were requested to stand, to in¬ 
dicate who were entitled to ballots. 

The Reverend Dietz ls his dis¬ 
course explaining the reasons for 
the Militia of Christ made it quite 
plain .that cie of the main objects 
of the organization was to counter¬ 
act 'the influence and g'owing

The Am^fsr flag eras born of revolution. This is a fact that our 
capitalists daairs to obscure and which a few. of our Socialists have 
lacked the srit to appreciafc. There can be nothing more fantastic 
than for a SociaHst to sing the Marseillaise because it is "revolntion- 
ary" and yet Bud in the stars and stripes nothing to stir bis imagina¬ 
tion. 

There has been no end of flag flapdoodle by Socialists as veil as 
by the "patriots" who wave the American flag as a deflance to "the 
revolntionistl" in bliiatut ignorance of the fact that it had its incep¬ 
tion in tbs great upheaval that i^volutionized Europe and gave to 
feuddUain''its dsstb blow.
